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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 

1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it exceeds 1 50 words in 
length. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1 and 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Miyawaki. 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 
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Miyawaki (US Patent Number 6,683,657 B1 ) discloses a projection type display 
apparatus (Figure 10) comprising a display device, an illuminating optical system which 
illuminates the display device with light from a light source (301 ), said illumination 
optical system having light amount adjusting means (310) for adjusting on the basis of 
an input serial to the display device, the amount of the light with which the display 
device is illuminated (column 14, lines 21-24), a projection optical system for projecting 
image light fi-om the display device onto a surface to be projected (316); wherein said 
light amount adjusting means has ND filter means variable in transmittance (column 14, 
lines 39-42); wherein said light amount adjusting means has a stop variable in aperture 
diameter (column 14, lines 18-21); wherein a write signal to said display device is 
modulated in synchronism with the adjustment of the amount of light by said light 
amount adjusting means so that dynamic range about luminance may change (column 
10, lines 1-7). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2-3 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any Intervening claims. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 
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A light amount adjusting means having a variable stop comprising a plurality of 
light intercepting plates arranged in said cross section (claims 2 and 3), cannot be made 
inherent or obvious by the prior art of record. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-6 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
